MOSTLY RECEIVING SETS, 


leventy-five per cent or more of 


he aerial* used 
by amateurs 
and 


novices today In 
the United States 


are for receiving only, and the ma- 
ority of these are email, relatively

or pole. A few of these are indoor 
oop antennae, but these can be dis- 
missed at once from the discussion. 
as they need no more lightning pro- 
tsctlon than the storage battery. 


Of the remaining antennae used for 


transmitting as 
well as receiving 


purposes, a large proportion again 
are of relatively 
moderate 
height,

and In * few cases even higher. 


CHANCES OF LIGHTNING. 


The chances of an aerial servinc 


to 
pick 
up 
dangerous 
lightning 


charges are roughly In proportion to 
Its height, modified, 
of course, by 


the pretence of other grounded con- 
ductors in the vicinity and in a gen- 
eral way the three cases of (a) low 
antennae, such as forty to fifty feet 
high; (b) moderately high antennae, 
such £3 one hundred feet In height: 
and high antennae, one hundred and 
f i f t y feet or more above the ground, 
will be discussed here. 


Obviously, lightning protection can 


be applied to an antenna only whon 
it is not in use at all or when it Is 
being used for receiving. Any ade- 
quate lightning protector attached to 
a transmitting antenna would cer- 
tainly consider the radio energy to 
be lightitlng as far as it coud dis- 
tinguish, and rightly so, for every 
amateur using a transmitter is a 
miniature 
Steinmetz 
with 
equally 


miniature artificial lightning. There, 
fore any permanent attachment to an 
antenna for protective purposes must 
be so attached as to be disconnected 
by a send-receiver 
transfer swltcii. 


for Instance), when sending Is to be 
carried on. 


TWO CLASSES. 


Amateur lightning protection falls 


into the following classes: 


(a) 
By an Individual 
grounding 


switch. 
/ 


(b) 
By an approved spark gap, 


or low resistance 
vacuum-tube de- 


vice, between antenna and ground. 


Now, as stated before, method (b) 


can be used only for a receiving an- 
tenna, since the Natonal Fire Under- 
writers' Rules permit the use of such 
a device only when 
"the aerial Is 


permanently connected to earth at 
ail times." 


FOR THE AMATEUR. 


But for the amateur who receives 


only, and who has a low 
antenna, 


method (b) Is ideal. It is even better 
than a grounding switch, In general, 
because the latter requires conscious 
action on the part of the operator, 
which is quite likely to be lacking if 
the switch Is outdoors (as It should 
be! and the weather happens to he 
unpleasant, or if it Is one o'clock In 
the morning and there Is just enough 
consciousness left In the operator to 
snap off tha .'.'ilament current. 


That such a protection is adequate 


is shown by the use of a similar de- 
vice, the carbon lightning arrester, 
on 
countless 
overhead telephone 


wires which entej- houses. 
In fact, 


were it not for 
the rather large 


capacity of such a device, (consist- 
ing of carbon blocks separated by a 
very thin 
Insulator), and the fact 


that, once operated, It permanently 
grounds the line till 
It is repaired, 


this protector would be fine for an- 
tenna use. 


OUTSIDE SWITCH. 


For combined ''transmitting 
and 


receiving 
stations, 
an 
outdoor 


grounding 
switch 
must 
ba used, 


though, to give protection to the re- 
ceiver against lightning, It is an ex- 
cellent Idea to shunt the primary cir- 
cuit with a spark gap or vacuum de- 
vice permanently, in addition to a 
grounding 
switch 
outside. 
This 


switch should be double throw, with 
the antenna connected to the middle 
point, one side leading directly to 
ground and 
the 
other side 
to the 


transmitter. 


Merely short circuiting the trans- 


mitter 
to ground 
is not protection 


enough, as experience In commercial 
and naval stations has shown. By a 
little ingenuity, ropes 
can 
be 
at- 


tached to the 
switch 
and brought 


through wall bushings, so that the 
entire switch can be operated from 
within. But always Install It so that 
It Is easy to see, from a window near 
your set, just what the switch blades 
happen to be doing at the time. 


BETTER SCHEME. 


A- still better scheme Is to Install 


a three-position rotary knife switch. 
the antenna being attached to the 
blade, and the three contact points 
respectively to the 
transmitter, 
to 


ground, and to the receiver. 
This, 


likewise, should 
he Installed 
out- 


side the building, and the shaft, for 
rotating it can easily 
be grounded 


indoors through the wall. 


A little scheme to help'one remem- 


ber to ground the antenna when clos- 
ing the station 
Is to place 
on the 


shaft, inside the building, a commu- 
tator-switch for cutting off the fila- 
ment current. 
Almost 
always 
thft 


last thing done before closing up Is 
to listen in, and if one then shuts 
off the filament current by the an- 
tenna 
switch, 
It is then grounded 


and safe. 


UNDERWRITERS' 
RULE. 


To comply with the National Un- 


derwriters' rules, 
the 
switchblades 


and contacts must be no smaller than 
a standard 100 ampene switch; the 


leads must not be closer to th« build- 
ing than six Inches, and the wire 
connection to the ground (such as on 
the waterpipe of the house) must nol 
be less than No. 6 B. & S. copper. 
Underwriters' rules do 
not 
specify 


that the switch shall be outside the 
station, but long 
experience 
has 


shown that this is the only safe lo- 
cation. 


Another precaution that should be 


taken is to have the switch contacts 
at least one foot from the center of 
the switch, for if the dsconnected 
transmitter or receiver is near to the 
antenna blade^ a powerful Ightnlng 
discharge may jump to the apparatus 
rather than continue peaceably down 
to the ground. This Is hard to be- 
lieve, but has happened more than 
once. 


MORE PROTECTION. 


The above protection Is sufficient 


for practically all amateur 
aerials, 


except the very exceptional case of 
a type like a commercial antenna, say 
one hundred and fifty feet high or 
more. Here, too, a send-ground-re- 
celve switch, with the contacts still 
further 
from 
tha blade, will give 


good protection, but 
for 
absolute 


safety It is necessary to have several 
feet between transmitter and receiver 
Idle contacts and ground. Cases have 
been noted, in navy shore stations, 
where 
lightning 
jumped 
from 


grounded switch a foot and a half to 
an open transmitter 
contact. 


To take care of this adequately, 


the best form of antenna is a trolley 
type, where the antenna can be sep 
arated 
several 
feet from working 


contacts, or else a long switch on a 
pole, which will carry the antenna 
rattall direct to ground a number of 
feet from the building. This Is only 
the exceptional case, however. 


MAKE IT AT HOME. 


A protective spark gap for a re- 


ceiving antenna can easily be made 
at home. The Underwriters' rules 
require that It shall be made of brass 
or copper, not less than % Inch thick, 
of surface dimensions not less than 
21i inches In length, parallel to the 
gap, and 1W Inches the other way, 
and that the gap be not more than 
0.015 
Inches between opposing faces. 


This is to be mounted on approv- 
ed Insulation, which !a jion-combus 
tive non-absorptive. 
For maximum 


safety, this gap s'hould be mounted 


out of aoors, and by housllng It In 
a suitable wooden box It can be 
protected from rain and enow. 


Another suitable method consists, 


sssentlally, of a «park gap enclo»«d 
in a glass tube, which Is partially 
exhausted 
of air. 
The entire ele- 


ment is provided with terminals at 
the ends, which clip Into clip-ter- 
minals on a base. This device Is 
very satisfactory and will give ade- 
quate protection for receiving anten- 
nas of modern height. 


SUMMARY/. 


So, if you have a low height re- 


ceiving antenna 
only, use a spark 


ground, placing either 
In » tight 


box out side the building and run- 
ning ground leads &s 
the 
Under- 


writers' rules require to a hydrant or 
other good ground. 


But If you have a transmitting 


set, Install a, grounding switch, or

citement here to stir Smith Walk- 


er after his recent trip to California. 


While there Mr. Walker was at a 


number af places where the oil wells 
are In operation and he was at one 
place when a well "got away" from 
its controllers. 
Five days later It 


was again under control but it was 
a wreck and a loss tt( $75,000 was 
sustained by the owners as well as 
the chance to make an unknown fort- 
une. 


This well was already dawn when, 


in some way, the force of the tre- 
mendous pressure 
under 
which It 


was flowing got beyond the control 
of the operators with the result that 
the derrick, made of heavy six by six 
or eight by eight timbers, was torn 
all to. pieces. Mr. Walker said the 
force of the oil as It was driven from 
the hole by the subterranean pressure 
was such that it blew those heavy 
timbers into particles like shredded 
wheat. 


The friction, of 
the oil rushing 


through the pipe also set fire to it 
and for five days that well roared 
like a vc.lcano, the force of the gas 
and oil forcing up great quantities 
of sand and gravel until a cpne, like 
that about a volcano summit, was 
formed there which would cover most 
of a city block and was ten to fifteen 
feet in depth. 


Dynamite was used repeatedly in 


the effort tc, "blow out" the roaring 
flames and eventually this succeed 
ed but the well was a total wreck 
and was abandoned.

PRECEDENTS FOH IT 


While at first thought this 'earns 


fcx'-emely radical, It is not as no 
pa-t of this plan Is without prece- 
dent.

CAPITAL REQUIRED. 


It is estimated that at the most 


eight miles 
would

This new construction is esti- 


mated to cost from Ji.OOO to $9,000, 
depending on the type of installa- 
tion. 
If we take $8,000 a mile for 


this construction it would require 
the city to invest 564,000 
On those 


streets where the tracks are main- 
tained for the interurban the track- 
less trollejs \sould use them by 
means of a shoe which would be run 
along In contact with the rails. 


This scheme has been used in oth- 


er places, notably Shanghai, with 
success. 
. 
ADVANTAGES, 


Under this plan the city would 


have complete control of its 
street 


and could itself determine the loca- 
tion of its tracks. It would reiuire 
no great outlay by the city at this 
time, but in the e\ent that the in- 
terurban is re-routed 
off of 
the 


streets, which it should be, the city 
would have complete control, and 
could cheaply change or rearrange 
its street r-uHny to suit the needs 
of the traffic. 


EQUIPMENT 


The street car company would of 


course ha\ e to have new equipment 
Howe\f- this would be all in new 
cars tthich \vill be needed 
Probably 


there is no form of expenditure which 
a street railway Is required to make 
that it can borrow the money for as 
cheaply and easily as for rolling 
stock 


The cost of these trackless trol-

and it would probably take $250.100 
for new equHment. Of course

ment. 


SINKING FUND. 


No provision Is made here lor 


sinking fund to repay the bond issue 
which would probably have to be 
made to raise the $64,000 for the con 
structlon by the city. Some such pro- 
vision would have to be made for 
the first work, but the work would 
be maintained at full efficiency and 
should never need be paid off. While 
this has never been recognized by a 
municipality, primarily because their 
works are not of such a nature, It 
Is*ow generally recognized in rail- 
road financing. 


CITS' OWNERSHIP PLAN OLD. 
This Idea of ha\ ing the city own 


the physical property and leaving It 
to the operating company Is by no 
means new. It is said to be used In 
several places In this country, and 
It Is quite common in England. The 
first city to use it 
was 
Glasgow 


when the first horse drai n lines were 
Introduced. Tills method was adopt- 
ed there because the city did not 
wish any 
one 
outside of the city 


authorities to have any thing to do 
with the actual use of the streets. 


Incidentally Glasgow has had the 


greatest success with its public utili- 
ties of probably any city In the world. 


EFFECTS OF CHANGE. 


While this plan may seem to Intro- 


duce a lot of unusual features with- 
out securing anything 
more than 


several other schemes would, it ha 
many ad\antis;e« nh'ch while they 
would not bo ii-frl now, would prove 
of value In the future 
It would be a 


means of introducing the trackless 
trolley, which indications point to as 
the means of transportation for 
the 


future 


Wiule the franchise proposed by 


the D. n & L. Co. Indicates that they 
ara 
contemplating such a change 


they would never voluntarily bear 
the expense of scrapping their pres- 
ent system and ^Installing the ne 
one 
Probably they would adopt the 


new system only as extensions are 
made and it would be a good many 
years before the change would be 
completed. 
This method of "rnakln

Of course It would make 
It Impossible Jor the company to 
capitalize Its franchise as the fran- 
chise would merely Insure It from 
cutthroat competition and define tho 
conditions under which It was work- 
ing. 
It would largely remove ihesc 


factors as Changes in a city's popu- 
lation from tha factors affecting the 
earnings of the company, and place 
them on tne city, which should prop- 
erly bear them. 


The railway company would no 


longer be a speculation by which it 
holds valuable franchises from which 
it can reap unearned profits, but it 


would be-instead a business operat- 
ing under clearly defined and prac- 
tically fixed conditions receiving a 
fair profit for service actually rend- 
ered. 


Well, there's the plan. It Is not of- 


fred with the expectation that It will 
be considered very seriously. 
Many 


obstacles to its use will be suggest- 
ed, no doubt, nothing new has ever 
been Introduced without surmount- 
ing obstacles, and It is believed th»t 
thirty or forty years from now will 
see the fundamental propositions on 
which the plai Is based the accepted 
practice of city transportation.

But 
the two road committees headed by 
these men set a pace last season which 
will compel the now committees to 
go some to equal. Elder as the head 
of the hard road committee and the 
man in direct charge of the hard road 
construction, did a job of road build- 
ing that was the astonishment of the 
state highway officials and private 
contractors. He managed to get more 
work and better work at less cost 
than private contractors. 


"It was Elder and George Hackett 


that did it," frankly admitted a mem- 
ber of the committee, "Elder in charge 
of the outside work and Hackett In 
charge of the accounts and finances 
All that the rest of the committee did 
was to back them up." The public 
will watch keenly the performance of 
the new chairman and the new com- 
mittee.

The right of way will not have to be 
presented on a silver platter. Usu- 
ally securing the right of way is the 
last preliminary to the construction 
of a road. It will be noticed that 


in this case Mr. Fiepmeler makes it 
the first.. 


BIG TASK.

Route people a definite task. It Is 
to secure a matter of sixty miles cf 
right of way of sufficient width for 
a first class road. Incidentally Mr, 
Piepmeier has laid out a man sized 
job,

work. If the new road organization 
is an efficient machine it can ac- 
complish the task. If it functions 
chiefly in a forensic and political way 
it will bo a long time getting that 
road.

necessary to determine from the s^ate 
highway department exactly where 
the right of way should be located and 
Its. exact width. It will also be neces- 
sary to arrange some plan of financ- 
ing It for there will be some cost. 
Then some first class right of way 
men will have to be put on the job 
and kept there until it IB finished. 
It will take weeks and perhaps months 
of steady plugging to do It.

WE DIDN'T COUNT. 


- Before the war America cut prac- 
tically no figure on the ocean, we 
owned less than 10 per cent of the 
world's tonnage, and apparently we 
were content with 
that position. 


During 
the 
generation 
preceding, 


many suggestions had been 
made 


and earnestly advocated to the effect 
that America should take steps to 
become a shipping nation In pro- 
portion to our place In the world 
otherwise. 
But 
the 
suggestions 


never got very far 
I Our people could not be persuaded 
to take much Interest in the idea 
and it waa solely due to 'the stimulus 
of the war that we began the build- 
ing of tn&x very considerable fleet 
that we now own, 


SUBS THE CAUSE. 


""'The Immediate cause of this step 
was the sinking of Brttlsh mercan- 
tile ships by the German submarines 
It was Great Britain that Invited us, 
and urged us, and pleaded with us 
to set up the huge shipbuilding plant 
that we now have and to launch the 
fleet that is now oui s Great Britain 
at that time, was by fr- the largest 
owner of mercantile ships in the 
world. 
She had more than half of 


the world's entire tonnage But even 
with such e. fleet Great Britain felt 
the results of the German submaiine 
to such an extent that she cried to 
us for help. 


SUBS RAVAGES. 


There vas an Interesting reference 


to this fact in one of the speeches 
Mr. Balfour made at the Washing- 
tori conference. 
He said- "It was 


In the beginning- of 1017, when I was 
coming over to this countrv, an3 
during the earlier part of my stay 
here. During these weeks undoubt- 
edly we had only to afld the tonnage 
of destruction and subtract It from 
the tonnage of the world to see that 
if things went on as they were go- 
ing on the war could have but one 
end."It war* struggle between the at. 
tacking-forces of the submarine and 
the defensive forces

brought against it. 
That was the 


very nadir of our fortunes " 


BEGGED TO BUILD 


Great Britain faced by this con- 


dition, begged us to build .ships, and 
•we throw all our resources into the 
project. 
It was probably one of the 


most splendid efforts made In his- 
tory. 


Starting with nothlns, within a 


year and a half we made ourselves 
the greatest shipbuilding country in 
the world 
It was at this time, In 


the latter part of 1318, that Mr. Hur- 
ley, then head of the shipping board, 
said- 
"The American merchant marine is 


today expanding more rapidly than 
any other in the world. In August 
of this year, the United States took 
rank as the leading ship'ji tiding na- 


tlon In the world. It has now more 
ship-yards, more 
ship-ways, 
more 


ship-works, and more ships under 
construction and Is b lldlng more 
ships every month than rny other 
country, not excepting Great Britain 
hitherto easily the first ship build- 
ing power." 


FEARED OUR POWER? 


While it was Rt the urgent re- 


quest ot Great Britain that ^e en- 
tered upon this venture, and while 
lt! was our shipbuilding and ship 
building alone that enable ' the Al 
lies to overcome the destruction of 
the submarine, nev«r-tho-less, Great 
prltalh, looking forward 
to future 


peace times, was gravely disturbed 
at what might turn out to be the 
effect ot this, new adventure of ours 
on Great Britain's own position In 
the world. 


The head of the chamber of ship- 


ping of the United Kingdom, said: 
"We, the greatest shipbuilding na- 
tion'that the world has ever seen, 
have now been far outstripped by 
the Americans 
It is a source of 


grave concern." 


About the same time L correspon- 


dent of the London Morning Post 
declared that "an ally of today may 
become a trade rival after the war." 
To which the Morning Post added: 
"Public opinion In Great Britain is not 
alive to the peril which threatens us.1 


Lord Inchiape said: "I am afraid of 
what the position may be when the 
war is over." 


NOW THE ANSWER. 


Ultimately the war was over, and 


from that 
moment wo have been 


faced with theVquestlon of what to 
do with the great fleet of merchant 
ships that we had built up. 
That 


problem has not yet been solved, and 
it is toward getting the answer that 
president 
Harding, 
chairman Las- 


ker, and Congress are now .bending 
their efforts. 


THREE) COURSE. 


There were and are three courses 


open to us.

One is to throw up our hands and 


let nature take its course. In that 
event the course that nature will take 
will be "i lead us back to, where wo 
weie betuie the war, to a negligible 
position among the shipping nations 
of the world. 


Another Is to continue our fleet 


under* government ownership 
and

The third course is to try to IVlci 


on to at least a portion of the fleet 
we now possess but to follow the 
policy of turning the ships over to 
private owners In America and try- 
Ing to Induce these private owners 
to maintain an American mercantile 
marine through

sidy from the government.

ROT IN DOCKS. 


As to the first couree, that of let- 


ting things drift, there 
can 
be no 


juestion about the outcome. Not un- 
der goveinment ownership and not 
under private ownership can America 
compete on even terms with Great 
Britain, or Japan, or half a dozen 
ither nations. 


DEPEND ON OTHERS. 


If we let things drift we shall fall 


back to where we were.j a rich na- 
tion without shipping and depend- 
ent on other nations for carrying our 
good? to the markets. 


Th{> eacDnd alternative is to con- 


tinue under government operation. 
This, o'f course, is merely one form 
of subsidy. It Is now 
costing us 


about fifty million dollars a year. 


That 11 to say, our operation* as 4 
nation engaged In (hipping: bring ui 
that deficit each year. 


But that deficit does not tell the 


whole story. Fifty millions of dol- 
lars a year, is merely the difference 
between our receipts and expendi- 
tures.

information as to qualifications of 
aspirants for office up until the day 
of the election, when they sprung a 
surprise by announcing that not a 
single member of the feminist ticket 
had paid her poll tax. 


Under the laws of Arkansas, no 


person who has failed to pay his tax, 
is eligible for office If elected. 


The women say the men placarded 


the polls with the announcement of 
their oversight and that this turned 
the tide In favor of the male ticket, 
as no one wanted to waste their vote.
